The Juniors worked as a committee ushering, and fixing re- 
served seat tickets with our class colors, red and white, and flower, the 
carnation, worked skilifully jin.

Joyce Cheatham was 
Queen of the May Festival and from our room in the court were Nancy 
Wooldridge and Doris Jones. Our class represented the Pilgrims' 
in the festival. The Juniors planned a nice Junior-Senior Banquet for 
us. A group of us again went to Washington to see many places and 
things of historical value. The county track meet was revived and held 
at our school. Then came thelong-anticipatedclass day and graduation 
exercises, and with their simple beauty our history is closed.
